Will Appeal Verdict

You and I have heard of col­ 
leges and secondary schools with 
honor system s which have been 
said to guarantee no-rheatinq In 
exam inations Recently our n a­ 
tion has been shocked to Darn 
that alm ost a hundred cadets at 
West Point, w here the honor sys­ 
tem was supposed to be at its 
best, were apprehended for hav­

cheating at any grade level in 
•chool or college, primarily, is 


by cheating is the same in prin­ 
ciple as stealing money or prop­ 
erty. But ii is my judgm ent that 
we can do most to inoculate our 
children against cheating by ap­ 
pealing to their sense of self- 
regard and self-reliance. They 
can see that they lose self-regard 
by being parasites. 
Incidentally, we parents can ’t 
afford to do our children’s w rit­ 
ten homework to be handed In 
and graded at school. Wise teach­ 
ers don’t grade children at school 
on written work which others 
easily can do for them outside of 
school. <My bulletin, ‘‘Honesty 
and Truthfulness,” may be had in 
a stamped envelope sent me in 
care of this paper.)
